His closest opponents were Er- 
rol Naiman. with 839 votes, and 
Paul Chiu. with 745. followed 
by Garry Bernacsek. Victor 
Loewy.

Steve Strasser, O'Connell's run- 
ning-mate for External-Vice-Fh-e- 
sident. was narrowly defeated, ho- 
wever, by Sykes. who drew 1164 
votes to Strasser's 1151.

Black Studies priority is low

Edward J. Stansbury, Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts and Science 
has said that he doubts that the 
proposed Black Studies Program 
will be set up by next fall, as 
has been speculated. 

A Senate Sub-Committee on 
Black Studies has been set up. 
but Dean Stansbury. its chairman, 
commented. "Setting up the com- 
mittee does not mean we give 
the program priority." 

Some people at McGill Iwlieve 
that a Canadian Affairs Program 
studying Indian. Eskimo, and Mé- 
tis affairs would be more relevant 
to McGiU than a Blade Studies 
Program. 

"A group of staff and students 
came to the Academic Policy 
Committee to ask us to consider 
setting up the Black Studies Pro- 
gram, said Dean Stansbury. But 
he added that one of the functions 
of the committee will be to con- 
sider whether Black Studies

or Canadian Affairs should have 
priority. 

"One of the things we have to 
do is consider priorities McGiil 
'has," commented Dean ' Stans- 
bury. "I would like to spell out 
very clearly the fact that the sub- 
committee is to investigate this 
type of thing. The proposal ià it- 
self is not complete enough to 
consider." 

Other considerations of the 
committee will be the resources 
available for the setting up of the 
program. Tlie program, as defin- 
ed by its proponents, will requi- 
re new staff, and it will be a 
crash program'. For this reason 
Dean Stansbury feels that the 
program is' "not justified at the 
moment." 

Dean Stansbury also pointed 
out that an African Studies Pro- 
gram exists at McGlll and that 
It is constantly growing. "Parts 
of African studies are included 
in the concept of Black Studies." 
said the Dean. 

He also . mentioned that the 
only resources presently availa- 
ble are those that come from the 
African Studies Program. This 
contribution includes "some 
library material and some mem- 
bers of staff." 

Dean Stansbury explained that 



if the program is set up. it will 
be modeled on the FYench Cana- 
da Studies and Jewish Studies 
Program. The students would re-, 
ceive credit for their work in 
the program, which would in- 
clude courses from other depart- 
ments. 

"The best that the sponsors 
could hope for is that the idea 
of the program be accepted by 
this spring and a director set 
up," concluded Dean Stansbury.

Consequently, the fact that Pre- 
mier Bertrand felt obliged to mod- 
ify an extreme statement by Beau- 
lieu is merely an indication that 
the Union National is floating trial 
policy balloons for the purpose- of 



putting together an election plat- 
form. 

It's one of the oldest stunts in the 
political routine, of which the.Union 
National are past masters. It is a 
ittle dismaying to see political 
analysts being taken in by the act 
when we might hope that the elect- 
orate itself could see through the 
chicanery, stand up and demand 
some straightforward proposals 
and an end to Union Nationale 
tripe.

. Remember at the beginninig of 
the year I was very excited about 
the Resource Center concept that 
I'd developed after picking over 
the better of the new learning sys- 
tem experiments? The year is al- 
most over and I owe you a report. 
The news Isn't good. The idea is 
stilt alive but so watered down by 
now that I doubt its viability. At 
the moment it .doesn't lool< like 
we'll have an exciting pilot plant 
alternative to the lecture mode in 
operation by the fall of 1970, or 
evenby the fall of 1971. 

Let me briefly go over the con- 
cept. A Resource Center is a place 
where people learn, discuss, react 
with other students, and plan study 
programs, where study material is 
collected, indexed, and revised. The 
key to the concept is a radical 
administration procedure that in 
no way can be accomplished by 
present course administration 
practices. This was why I asked 
for a body sepafate from any 
existing department to carry out. 
the pilot project because I sincere- 
ly doubted that any department at 
McGill had the drive* or_ the know- 
how to develop the needed ad- 
ministrative practices. 

At a Resource Center the student 
doesn't crawl onto an assembly line 
in September and crawl off in May. 
If he is self directed he plans his 
own ' education with the help and 
advice of the staffs of the various 
Centers. He works on minor proj- 
ects, such as acquiring a system- 
atic command of some knowledge 
area. He has, if he is self directed, 
several pet projects to orient his 
search. He may want to find out if 
it is possible to build a power sta- 
tion around the sun with capacity 
large enough to supply the power 
needs of Earth. He may set genetic 
surgery as his goal. He may want 
to collect and organize the best 
of man's moral knowledge with the 
hope of forging it into a new reli- 
gion. 

If he isn't self directed -. and 
this type of student is a common 
product of our high schools - the 
staff of a Center can set up a pro- 



gram for him and monitor it until 
he learns how to be self directed. 
For orientation he can perhaps 
fall into the project of some staff 
member which appeals to him. 

Credit is earned at the Centers 
continuously (by fractional jumps) 
so that a student can work as fast 
or as slow or as intensely or as 
flexibly as he wants. He doesn't 
earn credits for courses, he earns 
them for work completed to some 
high competence level. If he 
masters a concept or ability he 
gets credit. If he digs in deeply 
and masters a whole set of related 
concepts he gets a bonus credit for 
tfiat set of packages. If he does a 
paper he gets credit. If he does 
an experiment he gets credit. If 
he teaches other students he gets 
credit. It is impossible for a stu- 
dent ever to get behind. When he 
stops working, he simply ' stops 
earning credits. No failures are 
ever recorded. 

The staff of a Center has various 
functions: 

(1) providing or producing and 
indexing the best available learner 
oriented materials, and arranging 
the logistics so that this material 
is available. 

(2) establishing performance 
criteria and evaluation procedures 
so that credit is awarded contin- 
uously the instant competence is 
reached, and failures .are- used' as 
diagnostics rather than as clubs. 

(3) keeping records' pf^ the con- 
cepts which the student has master- 
ed. 

(4) providing "maps" of knowl- 
edge areas so as to facilitate a stu- 
dent's organization of his own 
education. 

(5) providing consultants (who 
may be students) to ease students 
thru hang-ups, and using these 
consultants to collect data on 
material defects which can then 
be used by the material organiza- 
tion and production staff of the 
Center. 

' (6) monitoring the progress of 
the other-directed student in a 
way which converts him into a self- 
directed student.

(7) bringing together students 
interested in the same topic. 

Thars the idea. Now we come to 
the politics of getting a pilot proj- 
ect. The Education Board, a most 
reasonable group of gentlemen, has 
been working very hard. A Re- 
source Center is one ^of the proj- 
ects they have been seriously 
considering. They^CMelj that it is 
necessary to worirtfiru the exist- 
ing departments - in this case the 
Mathematics Department. I feel 
this to be a disastrous approach 
to a difficult mountain but since 
my opinion is in the minority I've 
been willing to entertain the 
hypothesis that a Resource Center 
can be set up by the Math Depart- 
ment. This has led to some fasci- 
nating scenes - like trying to teach 
algebra to someone with the 
mathematical sophistication of a 
two year old child. 

Dig this. A McGill statistician 
is doing an energetic wipe-out at 
what is supposed to be a working 
session of an Education Board sub- 
committee. His target is the sta- 
• tistics course engineered by the 
Psych Department of Western 
Michigan U which puts its students 
thru with 90% As and 2% flunks. 
The evidence for his hostility? He's 
talked to a student or two from 
Western Michigan. I'm now waiting 
for his monograph on "How To 
Extract Reliable Information From 
A Sample Size Of One." 

A major defect of the lecture 
system is that it shapes up men 
like this PhD in statistics who has 
memorized a million formulae but 
who can't apply the most basic sta- 
tistics to the simplest real life sit- 
uation. 

Not all of the mathemati'cfans 
have had temper tantrums. I am 
most impressed by Dr Rattray who 
is the only mathematician at McGill 
who has bothered to acquire a basic 
understanding of learning systems. 
His experiment is developing well 
and we can expect further interest- 
ing progress. But since it is on 
such a small scale and is so fully 
compatible with the present ad- 
ministrative structures it has had

to^ sacrifice many of the essential 
features of a Resource Center. 

As far as my personal involve- 
ment goes, the administration is 
being consistent. They cut me out 
of the Center For Learning And- 
Development (against Dr Gold- 
schmid's wishes) which I worked 
hard with the students to create. 
The writing on the wall is that I'm 
NOT going to be allowed to set up 
a pilot Resource Center for you. 
I've been completely boxed into my 
janitor's job. Which, I suppose, is 
the safest place for a creative per- 
son at McGiM. 

I remain committed to the drastic 
upgrading of McGill's learning 
systems. Running a Resource Cen- 
ter is where I want to be right now. 
It is where I can make greatest 
immediate contribution. However 
if I am to be blocked off from that 
job then I shall have the time and 
the motivation to challenge certain 
dysfunctional organizational struc- 
tures of McGill which are increas- 
ingly beginning to annoy me. 

If the present organization is in- 
capable of moving boldly into 
learning systems,, then tfiat organi- 
zation has to be rebuilt. My or- 
ganizational concepts are radical. 
Unicameral systems, student rep- 
resentation, etc, are only diddling. 
Can you imagine a non-hierarchic- 
al structure in which men can't 
rise to their level of incompetence 
because the command lines form 
and reform along critical com- 
petence paths?

If 
I'm put off again there's going to be 
an Organization Study Group start- 
ing in September 1970 that will 
generate a breed of student with 
some pretty hairy ideas about how 
an organization should be structur- 
ed to get decisions made. 

Up Marxism! Screw the revolu- 
tionaries!. We need some effective 
radical action on this campus. The 
direction isn't left or right - it's 
high.

representatives do not sit on 
committees that select wardens 
and^tHeir views of Mr. Faragoh 
were not registered before con- 
tractual arrangements were com- 
pleted. Secondly, residents do 
not have the means of stopping 
recontracting of wardens who are 
deemed incompetent by clear con- 
sensus of teddence opinion. 
Thirdly, residents do not have any 
legal means to amend decisions 



taken by wardens. The policy 
making committee for the resi- 
dence complex, the University 
Residence , Coundl,^ consisting of 
wardens; hall presidents and IMc- 
Gill administration representa- 
tives, denies that it has the right 
to arbitrate over internal mat- 
ters of each hall. 

Dictatorial powers of warden- 
siup? 

Approximately - but there are 
good and bad dictators. And most 
residents are prepared to give 
the warden a free rdn provided, 
of course, that be is a reasonable 
individual, as residents' academ- 
ic responsibilities naturally take 
precedence over hall activities. 



Besides, the warden usually 
shows the magnanimity and fore- 
sight to grant the popularly-elect- 
ed Residents' Council power 
enough to establish a balance sa- 
tisfactory to all. 

Two questions... 

What's going to be done when a 
warden abuses his authority? 

. Abuse of authority was' indeed 
the widespread opinion of Molson 
residents (above the second floor) 
in the recent elevator incident. 
Mr. Faragoh did not as much as 
inform the Residents' Council 
that he was stopping the elevator 
for the rest of the semester. Also, 
the settlement was not as mutual 
as Mr.^ragoh seems to imply 



in his letter to the Daily on Feb. 
18. The settlement seemed more a 
case of McGiU administration 
almost patemalistically advising- 
Mr. Faiagoh to resume elevator 
service, after unwelcome publicity 
of the affair and after residents 
and the warden's staff had ap- 
proached the administration. The 
façade in front of it all was an 
ahnost meaningless letter to 
Warden Faragoh from the Resi- 
dents' Council. 

What's going to bp done when a 
warden lacks the tact, imagina- 
tion and personality to obtain the 
cooperation of 220 residents; to 
give responsible residents (three- 
quarters of whom are over 19) 



the right to influence all impor- 
tant decisions affecting them to 
come up with original ideas for 
smoothing bumps in the running 
of the' hall; and to gain the con- 
fldence of the residence as a 
whole? 

This is only Mr. Faragoh's 
second year as warden. Conflicts 
of last year were overlooked as 
part of his incubation period. 
Perhaps this baby is too pre- 
mature to survive. It is.now time 
that McGill administration and 
residents sat down together to 
seriously assess the gentleman's 
abilities as Molson Hall Warden.

Sly and the Family Stone is 
being sued and McGiU may be 
getting back most of the money 
the Winter Carnival Committee 
lost 

Impresario Sam Cesser 
warned Milce Cohen, Chairman of 
the Winter Carnival Committee, 
that Sly and the Family Stone 
"would be too much of a gamble 
forMcGiU". 

His argument against the Car- 
nival Committee ym that "Mc- 
»GiIl^is,a,conglomeration of little 
'kiiis wbo'ndther have the sense 
of responsibility of management 
to continue on such a venture." 
According to Cesser, a personal 
loss to the students responsible 
for the Carnival was bnpossible. 
"But does this maice it Justifi- 
able," be aslced, "for McCiU to 
lose thousands of dollars?" 

Incidents of gross mismanage- 
ment apparently occuned, result- 
ing in finandai chaos. For ex- 
ample, the Tom Paxton Concert, 
an expected success, padced in a 
full house. However, due to insuf- 
ficient security, half of the folic- 
lovers managed to get in free of 
charge. 



An advisor and member of the 
Carnival Committee commented 
that "children should not play 
with money". Michael Cohen, un- 
available for a rebuttal, could not 
justify his position with regard to 
the preceding statement 

At the moment, gains have been 
estimated to range between 
000 - 53,000. However, all the 
bills have not yet arrived. Ten- 
tative losses are expected to 
range between 13.000 - 14,000. 

A member . of . the ' Carnival 
Conmiittee conunented that "Mc- 
GiU's Winter Carnival is stricUy 
a business venture." John 
Bandiera.

Kevin O'Conneli, Finance Di- 
rector of the Students' Society, 
aigued that "rock concerts should 
be eliminated from Carnival pro- 
grams, for all they can do is at- 
tract Montreal, rather than the 
closed market of McGiU's popu- 
lation."

Even while the expansionist 

plans of McGill University find 
concrete expression in struc- 
tures such as the new mathema- 
tics building and Fort Maass. 
the plans of an 80 year-old wi- 




dow may yet check the trend on 
lower campus. 

Mrs. Walter Stewart, wealthy 
widow of the former President 
of Macdonald Tobacco, owns land 
slated for the new Faculty of 
Management building. 

However, the wndow refuses to 
relinquish her claim on the pro- 
perty or to move to some other 
locale. 

As a result, plans for the cons- 
truction of the management build- 
ing would seem to be doomed to 
remain just that for some time 
to come. 

University officials revealed 
that they have a contract with 
Mrs. Stewart which would give 
them the property on Sherbrooke 
street should she die or decide 
to move of her own volition. 

Howard I. Ross, Dean of the 



Faculty of Management, is on 
record saying. "I would rather 
move the location of the mana- 
gement buildings than move 
Mrs. Stewart." 

Both Robert Shaw, Vice-Prin- 
cipal (Administration) and Albert 
Tunis, Director of the Informa- 
tion office, expressed dismay over 
an article on the Univcrsi^ and 
Mrs. Stewart which appeared 
March 1 in the Sunday Express 
under the title "Dowager Defies 
OldMcGiU." 

They denied the insinuation 
that the University was trying 
to evict tile woman, and Mr. 
Tunis declared. "The Stewarts 
have been good to McGill and the- 
re are no ulterior motives on the 
part of the University."
